“ I have flavored annexation from the 
beginning, hut I was surprised upon 
investigating the m atter to find that 
the arguments in favor of the move­ 
ment had been underestimated. In my 
opinion Hawaii is absolutely indispensi­ 
ble to the United States and we must 
have those islands. 
The only opj>osi- 
tiou found was that of a few of the 
Lilioukuhtui royalists, who have no 
weight over there aud are for the most 
part royalists for revenue only.”

The secretary’s report was largely de­ 
voted to the work among the negroes 
of the south.

moneys received and expended since 
1892 amounted to $55,979.88. Thejre- 
Brt said there was reasou for congrats 
Jon in the fact that the work is 
carried on with the best wisnes and co­ 
operation of the southern people.

A financial report of the* board of 
negro educational and evangelization 
of the southern church for the year 
shows a grand total raised of $11,864.20. 
The session of the National Chris­ 
tian church convention, department of 
foreign missions, was devoted largely 
to reports from the fields. These in- 
I eluded Africa, Turkey and European 
missions. 
The committee on Turkey reported 
that the past year had been one of 
great trial and affliction to missionaries 
and churches to which they minister. 
The African report showed that there 
are now in Africa 45 missionary organi­ 
zations with 1,200 missionaries and 
5.2(H) native helpers ; also 1,900 churches 
with a membership of 120,000 aud a 
community of LOLO,OOO friendly to the 
work; 1,100 .schools and colleges with 
60,000 people. 
The Europe committee noted the bap­ 
tism of 200 persons iii the churches of 
England and that these churches con­ 
tributed 20 per cent more to the mis­ 
sions than during the previous year.

A workshop was rented, 
skilled mechanics employ ed and Mr.

CUBE ROOT MADE EASY. 


■ o w A d j B rig h t S ch o la r May Learn ta 
Tell It O ffhand. 
To find the cube root of any given 
num ber of figures offhand seems an a l­ 
most impossible feat, but yet it is sim ­ 
ple enough when one knows how’ to do 
it—so sim ple, indeed, th at any bright 
boy can learn to do it in a few weeks. 
F irst he m ust know exactly w hat a 
tube is—namely, th at it is the result 
of m ultiplying one num ber by itself 
and then m ultiplying the product by the 
original number. 
Thus, 3 m ultiplied 
by 3 equals 9, and 9 m ultiple <1 by 8, 
the original number, produces4^ , which 
consequently is the cube of 8. The cube 
root of 2? is the original number, 8, 
and to find the cube root is the reverse 
of finding the cube. XJje would be adept 
at this art should fi$ t study carefully 
the follow ing figures:

A close study of these figures shows 
that 2 m ultiplied in th is m anner by it­ 
self results in 8, th at 8 m ultiplied by 
itself bas 2 as a final figure, that 8 m ul­ 
tiplied by itself has 7 as a final figure, 
th at 7 m ultiplied by itself bas 3 as a 
final figure, and that 4, 5, 6 and 9 mal-< 
tiplied by themselves have their origi­ 
nal figures as finals. Hence the “ artist" 
knows th at any sum given to him the 
final figure of which is 8 m ust have 2 
as a cube root; that if the filial figure 
be 9, the cube root m ust be 9, and sc 
on. 
For example, give him the figures 
74,088, and he can at once tell that 42 
is the cube root, for the reason th at 74 
has 4 as a cube root, as the cube of 4 is 
64, w hile the cube of 5 is 125, much 
more titan 74, and 088 has 2 as a cube 
root 
Or give him a more difficult problem, 
as, for example, the figures 324,869. 
Then he w ill see at a glance that 824 is 
more than 216, which is the cube of 6. 
but is less than 343, the cube of 7 
Therefore the cube root of these th re e 
figures is 6. 
Iu like m anner the final 
figure of 869 being 9, it follows th a t ti e 1 
cube root of these three figures is 9. 
thus the cube root of the six figures ba­ 
boen shown to be 69. 
Any one can test this method tor 
himself, and a little practice is all that 
is needed to make one as deft in such \ 
jugglery of figures as the best “ light­ 
ning calculator ” 
Of course a skilled 
arithm etician | 
could easily frame problems that could 
not be solved in this offhand fashion, 
but such difficult tests are seldom offered | 
by public audiences, and, as a rule, the 
" a rtists” are easily able to answer all 
the questions asked of them .—New 
York Herald.
